(AP) — Dutch commandos with 
automatic weapons, supported 
by jet fighters and armored 
cars, stormed a train and school 


at dawn today and freed ail but 
two of 55 hostages held for 20 
days by South Moluccan gun- 
men.

.were killed in the simultaneous

Tennessee Dragnet Closes In On Ray 


PETROS. Tenn. (AP) — 


Searchers using bloodhounds 
and a helicopter combed the 
snake-infested East Tennessee 
mountains where Dr. ^Martin 
Luther King Jr.'s assassin 
James Earl Ray and five other 


convicts hid out after scaling a 
prison wall with a makeshift 
ladder.

FBI agents and prison person* 
nel manned roadblocks to seal 
off the area near the rural

"We got close enough that we 


could hear them in the woods, 
but they got away," Don 
Daugherty, a guard handling 
four bloodhounds, said early 
today. 


Slate Corrections Commis- 


sioner C. Murray Henderson 
said Ray's smartest move would 
be to separate from the other 
escapees, "because he's hot." 
The others included three con- 
victed murderers. 


"We'll do our best to bring 


him back one way or the other." 
Henderson said, responding to a 
reporter's inquiry whether Ray 
couid be caught without shots 
being fired. 


Guards said it was virtually 


impossible to remain a fugitive 
for long from the isolated 
prison, 40 miles northwest of 
Knoxville. They said the only 
two ways out are across a 
rugged, 
rattlesnake-infested 


mountain — the route chosen by 
the fugitives — or down a road 
past Warden Stoney Lane's 
house through Petroslin Petros 
the only movement on the 
streets was cars and trucks 
participating in the search. 
Residents were not permitted to 
drive down the mountain or on 
the main highway during the 
manhunt. 


The 
few 
cars 
which 


approached the roadblocks were 
searched thoroughly and oc- 


cupants were ordered to stand 
in the road for identification. 


Ray had twice previously 


tried to escape the prison, 
where he was sentenced to serve 
99 years after .pleading guilty to 
King's 1968 murder. He has 
recanted his confession, and has 
been telling federal investiga- 
tors that he was part of a cons- 
piracy and did not pull the 
trigger. 


The escape. Henderson said. 


wns well-planned and probably 
took the prisoners as much as 10 
minutes. They climbed orer the 
prison's 10-foot stone wail, 
beneath a 2,300-volt power line, 
and between two guard towers 
70 feet apart. 


The ladder was made of light 


metal pipe, which one of the 
prisoners had access to because 
IK worked in the prison plumb- 
ing shop, Henderson said. 


A seventh fugitive, shot by 


guards as he scaled the wall, 
was recaptured immediately. 
He was treated at a hospital in 
nearby Oak Ridge for what of- 
ficers called 
a 
superficial 


gunshot wound. . 


The" "state"highway "patrol 


helicopter carried a camera 
equipped for aerial infrared 
pictures which can detect heat 
given off by humans through the 
Foliage. 


Henderson said -even if the 


helicopter crew failed to spot 
the fugitives, "it'll keep them 
moving." 


Freight trains moving near 


the area also were checked. 


King, who won the Nobel 


Peace Prize in 1964 for his civil 
rights activities, was gunned 
down on the balcony of the 
Lorraine Motel in Memphis on 
April 4, im. 


Ray was arrested in London, 


England, where he had fled 
after leaving a rifle with his 
fingerprints outside a Memphis 
rooming house, across from the 


Lorraine Motel. 


After a lengthy stay in the 


Shelby County jail in Memphis, 
Bay pleaded guilty on his 41st 
birthday and was sentenced, 
March 10, 1969, to prison, a 
sentence" he began in Nashville.

"The government .felt it could 


wait no longer when it became 
clear 
that 
hostages 
were 


reaching pychological exhaus- 
tion and there was no way to 
persuade the Moluccans to give 
up .... We had to use force to 
prevent worse from happen- 
ing." Premier Joop den Uyl 
said in a national broadcast. 


"In these actions, dead have 


fallen among the hostages and 
among the hijackers. 
The 


government knew this .was pos- 
sible. But ultimately we did not 
see any other way and we could 
not and must not have let the 
.hijackers leave the country un- 
punished." den Uyl said. 


To allow the terrorists to 


leave would have invited new 
kidnapings and "the exposure of 
Iree citizens to blackmail," the 
premier said. 


The gunmen were demanding 


the release of 21 comrades 
jailed for previous terror acts 
and a jet to fly them all out of 
the country. 


The raids began just before 


sunrise when five F104 jet 
fighters thundered over the 
train, where 51 hostages were 
held. 


The planes appeared to be 


dropping smoke bombs. But a 
Justice Ministry spokesman 
said later the jets dropped 
nothing, and the explosions and 
smoke were detonated on the 
ground as a diversionary tactic. 


Sources said marine demoli- 


tion experts slapped plastic 
explosives against the train 
doors. The doors blew out and 
other 
marines, 
who 
had 


slithered close to the rail em- 
bankment from foxholes 100 
yards away, leaped onto the 
train and battled the terrorists 
at close quarters. 


Justice Minister Andreas van 


Agt told reporters the two dead 
hostages were not killed by 
marine bullets, but he declined 
to elaborate. 


The marines poured into the 


school at Bovensmilde, on the 
southern outskirts of Assen. 
after one of four armored 
vehicles on the scene smashed 
tlirough the front brick wall. 


Newsmen, kept behind police 


lines several hundred yards 
from the train and school, 
reported 
heavy 
automatic 


weapons fire at both locations. 


Witnesses said the train, 


stalled in a field north of Assen.

Benton May Lose Federal Grant

Benton township stands to 


lose a J1.195 million federal 
public works grant to the city of 
Benton Harbor because federal 
officials have discovered that 
Lake Michigan college is locat- 
ed in the township and not the 
dly. 


The grant to Benton township 


was awarded on the assumption 
lhal Benton Harbor had already 
received a grant last year in the 
form of $5 million for a new 
community center at LMC, ac- 
cording lo David Davis, an en- 
Kinskor the ,U.S. Economic 
Development Administration 
(EDA) in Washington D.C. 


The city's grant applications 


for a variety of projects were 
rejected last year and again this 
year. 


Davis said the agency's com- 


pilers have been fed erroneous 
information that LMC is located 
in the city, and consequently the 
EDA rejected what it thought 
wtiuld have been a second grant 
for Benton Harbor. 


LMC has a Benton Harbor 


mailing address although it is 
located in Benlon township. 


Davis said the EDA had "ap- 


parently" made a mistake in 
awarding the $1.195 million to 
Benlon township. 


Davis said Ihe only task 


remaining lo verify the error is 
lo send a regional engineer from 


the Chicago EDA office to 
"verify that lake Mivan College 
is in Benton township." 


The EDA announced Thurs- 


day that it had awarded the 
81.195 million grant to Benton 
township for construction of a 
new public safety building, a 
$1.167 million grant lo Berrien 
county for construction of a new 
somli county building, and a 
$115,000 grant lo Niles township. 


Davis said once Ihe error is 


verified. Ihe allocations for 
Berrien county will bo recom- 
puted. The rcfiguring will "al- 
most certainly" result in Benton 
township not getting Iheir 
grant, Davis said, and Benton 
Harbor would get "at least" the 


SI. 195 million grant. 


City Manager Melvin Farmer 


Jr. said the EDA informed him 
of the mistake after he sent 
telegrams lo the EDA notifying 
the agency thai the city intend- 
ed to seek a temporary injunc- 
tion in federal district court to 
stop distribution of the grants 
In Michigan communities in an 
atlempl lo find out why its 
application for $6.5 million of 
the federal funds was turned 
down. 


The city had followed the 


same procedure last year when 
the EDA turned 
down 
its 


application for $6.5 million. The

Michigan College was one of the 
57 public works projects in 


Michigan that hity had at- 
tempted to block.

problems; insistence on purchase of 
insurance from teachers' union. 


In Michigan, unfortunately, there 


> isn't any law prohibiting the spouse of 
" a school employe from serving on the 


board. So the Bentoii Harbor school 


•.district faces the possibility that the 


wife of a teacher could win a board 
seat in next Monday's election. 


Not only that! A former school 


' teacher in the Benton Harbor system 


is also running for the board. 
• , 


Mrs. Jacqueline Pearson and Fred- 


die Moore are the candidates. Her 
husband, William Pearson, is a subs- 


titute teacher in the district. Mr. 
Moore was a substitute teacher in the 
district last year. 


There isn't any question but that 


Mr. Moore and Mrs. Pearson are lock, 
stock and barrel for the local teachers' 
union. The Benton Harbor chapter of 
the Michigan Education Association, a 
synonym for teachers' union, has 
glowingly endorsed the pair. Even to 
the extent of using the union's par- 
tial-but-heavy mail frank to subsidize 
the cost of the Pearson-Moore cam- 
paign. 


For their part, Mrs. Pearson and 


Mr. Moore have welcomed the union 
support with very obviously open 
arms. Mrs. Pearson and 1Ar. Moore 
can well be otherwise capable of 
serving on the board, but their close 
links to teacherdom and the teachers' 
union disqualify them, regardless. 


Fortunately, district voters have 


very acceptable 
alternative 
can- 


didates, namely: the incumbents, Mrs. 
Ilene Fox and Bernard Beland. Any 
Benton Harbor district voter interest- 
ed in stemming what is a growing 
effort by the teachers' union to 
dominate school affairs will be sure to 
vote Monday to return Mrs. Fox and 
Mr. Beland to the board. 


Both work harmoniously with other 


members of the board. Both have 
supported administration efforts to 
improve what was a sagging educa- 
tional system: efforts that have been 
rewarded 
this 
past 
year 
with 


improvements in students' basic skills 
at almost every grade level. 


Perhaps most important of all, 


neither Mrs. Fox nor Mr. Beland has 
a potentially selfish interest in being 
on the board. Their 
views 
are 


independent. They're not owned by 
anyone.

Aren't Always No. 1 


A 15-year study of honor graduates 


of Haverford College, a small liberal 
arts institution near Philadelphia, has 
reached the interesting conclusion that 
the most academically gifted students 
are not necessarily the most mature. 


In fact, by the time the subjects 


studied had reached their early 3(ls, 
those who ranked somewhat lower 
academically seemed to be more ma- 
ture and competent in relationships 


with other people. As a result, 
concluded the psychologist who con- 
ducted the study, honor students were 
somewhat less "effective" as adults 
than their classmates. 


Character development and other 


values leading to maturity, the 
psychologist concluded, may be at 
least as important as 
academic 


aclrievement. 


Power Grab No Way 
To Solve Energy Crisis 


:• From the beginning of efforts to 


develop a coherent national energy 
policy, there have been two basic paths 
'the United States could follow: A 
•reliance upon free market forces to 
establish higher prices where scarci- 
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ties developed, incentives for new- 
development, lower prices when new 
energy sources became competitive 
and greatest individual freedom of ac- 
tion; or, an energy industry highly 
regulated from Washington, with 
higher 
taxation, 
regulation 
and 


bureaucracy for all. 


The Carter administration chose the 


latter approach. Congress is objecting 
strongly to several major parts of the 
administration's approach, but so far 
it also is opting for coercion over free 
market devices. 


A House Commerce subcommittee 


added its touch by voting to require 
most home owners "who can afford it" 
to insulate their homes to federal 
standards before they could sell them, 
possibly beginning in 1982. Federally 
insured lending institutions would be 
prohibited from financing new or used 
homes which did not meet the federal 
standards. The standards would be set 
by the secretary of the proposed 
energy department. 


So far, the mandatory insulation 


provision is only the creation of a 
House subcommittee. It could be al- 
tered or deleted as energy proposals 
make their way through the legislative 
process. 


But as the senior minority member 


of the subcommittee, Rep. Clarence J. 
Brown, put il, it was one more vote in 
support of "authoritarianism, of big 
government, of empowering a federal 
official to tell a little guy what he must 
do before he sells his house."

WASHINGTON — Despite his 


intensifying 
conflict 
with 


Congress over domestic spend- 
ing programs. President Carter 
has achieved a fragile detente 
with Capitol Hill on foreign 
policy determinations. 


The mutual hostility and 


suspicion which characterized 
foreign 
policy 
discussions 


between the executive and 
legislative branches during the 
eight-year reign of Henry Kis- 
singer has all but disappeared. 


That is not to suggest that 


congressional 
crilics 
who 


challenged every move Kis- 
singer made have suddenly losl 
interest in foreign policy issues 
now that a Democrat is oc- 
cupying the White House. The 
agonizing tession of Vietnam is 
far too fresh for Congress to 
lapse into its old rubber stamp 
role. 


Rather, Carter and his top 


foreign policy advisors — es- 
pecially Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance — have gradually 
convinced Congress that they 
arc making a good faith effort 
to consult with key members of 
the House and Senate before 
crucial foreign policy decisions 
are made. 


"Vance has practically worn 


a path betwt'en here and Foggy 
Bottom," said one staff aide for 
(he House Inlernalional Rela- 
tions Committee. "If anything, 
there's almost been over-con- 
sultation," a Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee source 
said. 


Especially significant was 


the meeting Vance held late 
last month with key members 
of both the Armed Services and 
Foreign Relations commitlees 
of the Senate, plus Democratic 
and Republican leaders of the 
full Senate, to discuss progress 
to date in the SALT talks. 


The session, which cut across

Under a seldom-used state 


law, Cook said he could order a 
dog's killing or confinement for 
several reasons. He didn't rule 
on the dog's viciousiiess, as 
Mrs. Strickland had requested. 
Instead, Cook said Mrs. Keller's 
testimony that she allowed her 
dog to run off her property was 
in itself enough evidence to 
order the dog's permanent con- 
finement. 


Cook ruled from the bench 


that testimony by witnesses 
showed that in all but one case, 
the attacks were provoked by 
the children themselves. 


The exception was the biting 


of 9-year-old Charles Damron, 
the son of Mrs. Strickland, Cook 
said. But even in that case. Cook 
said "it is difficult for the court 
to believe that the dog was not 
agitated, even if the boy had 
nothing to do with it." 


Charles was hospitalized for 


several days after lie was bitten 
by "Shep." Photos shown dur- 
ing the hearing showed the boy 
just after the incident. His lower 
lip was swollen and cut and a 
part of his upper lip had been 
torn off. It was reported earlier 
that he had a tissue transfer 
operation. 


Charles said "I've played with 


Shepherd lots of times. I wasn't 
afraid of him, but I am now." 


Charles testified that on May 


25 he was at the Keller's, play- 
ing house with 5-year-old Beth 
Ann Keller. "She was pretend- 
ing like she was washing dishes, 
and I was pretending to be 
watching TV." Charles told the 
court. 


Charles said he was sitting on 


the doorstep, several feet from 
•the girl. The dog ran up to the 
children, watched for a minute 
and then, without provocation, 
lunged at the him. he testified. 


Mrs. Keller testified that 


while she didn't see her dog bite 
the boy. she spoke with Charles 
after the incident and he said 
he'd been "play fighting" with 
Beth Ann. Mrs. Keller also told 
the court that while '"I've tried 
to chain him ("Shep") and keep 
him on the porch," he has run 
off of the premises. 


It was stipulated in court that 


Mrs. Keller is the sole owner of 
the dog. Mrs. Strickland's peti- 
tion stated that Ron Keller and 
Paul Oselka were also owners. 


Ron Keller testified that he 


knows of four children the dog 
has bitten or scratched: his son, 
Paul; other boys identified as 
Dtistin Lambert and Philip 
Leonard: and Charles. 


People who have been bitten 


have either thrown things at the 
dog when it was tied up, making 
it angry, or. in one case, a boy 
fell off of a slide onto the sleep- 
ing dog. Ron Keller testified. 


He also told the court that 


\vhile lie doesn't know why the 
German Shepherd bit Charles, 
he does know that when anyone 
makes contact with his children 
the dog will attempt to separate 
the people. 


Patricia Koth, who identified 


herself as a neighbor of the 
Kellers, said she knows "Shep" 
bit Beth Ann — the Keller's 
daughter — about a year and a 
half ago at the Keller home. 


She and other neighbors tes- 


tified that the dog runs through 
the neighborhood day and night. 


Mrs. Strickland's attorney, 


(icorgc Keller, is not related to 
Mr. and Mrs. Keller. Nothing in 
the judge's order prohibits the 
Kellers from seeing the dog.

After studying sites near the 


Trace, 
archaeologists have 


unearthed many artifacts made 
of materials not native to the 
area, such as copper which may 
have originated from the Lake 
Superior area and items with 
designs such as those found in 
Central America. 


"It can almost be believed 


that dim wilderness trails, 
predessors of the present Trace, 
probably were used by prehis- 
toric Indians," 


It was around 1785 that 


"Kaintucks" began using the 
trails. Mrs. Behr explained that 
Kaintucks were often rough, 
dirty men from the Ohio and 
Kentucky area who floated such 
products as flour, pork and iron 
down the Mississippi River to 
markets in Natchez and New 
Orleans. 


Upon reaching their destina- 


tion, the boats were often stolen 
or sold for lumber. "Once down 
river the only way back home 
was to walk or ride horseback 
along the 430-mile trail from 
Natchez to Nashville and then 
on to their homes." 


In 179S. Spain surrendered 


claim on the territory and.the 
United States created the Mis- 
sissippi Territory with Natchez 
as the capital. It as during the 
same year that the boatsmen's 
trail was transformed into the 
Natchez Trace. 


"In 1800 Congress extended 


mail service to Natchez, but 
there was much complaint that 
the trail could only be used at 
great expense because of the 
badness of the road and the 
dangers of attack and robbery'. 


"It was said that a letter could 


be received via sailing ship 
from overseas Europe more 
quickly than one could be sent 
from Natchez to Philadelphia," 
Mrs. Behr said. 


By 1807 soldiers had improved 


the condition of the Trace so 
that it became an important 
frontier 
road that carried 


settlers, soldiers, mail riders, 
"Kaintucks" and other traders. 


Once steamers began operat- 


ing on the Mississippi in the 
early 1800s. Mrs. Behr said, the 
Trace was no longer necessary 
for northbound travelers. 


"When the Indians were 


moved West, and the new states 
of Alabama, Mississippi and 
Tennessee 
became 
more 


populous, the Trace lost its wil- 
derness character. Steamboats, 
new roads, new towns and the 
passing of the frontier finally 
reduced Ihe Natchez Trace tn a 
quiet forest lane." 


Tile Trace was on its way to 


becoming a national parkway 
vviien in 1909, the Mississippi 
DAR erected a stone monument 
in Natchez describing 
the 


Trace. 
.Mrs. Behr.said during the 
next 25 years, DAR chapters 
along the route of the trail 
placed similar monuments. 
Because of the publicity this 
received, interest was revived 
in the old trail. 


Legislation was eventually 


sponsored to renew and pave the 
Trace, and in 1938, Congress 
created 
the Natchez Trace 


Parkway as a unit of the Na- 
tional Parks System. Over the 
years, all but 50 miles of the 
450-mile 
trail 
have 
been 


acquired and a paved road built. 


"The story of the Trace is 


really the story of the people 
who used it. the Indians who 
hunted and lived along it, the 
"Kalmuck" 
boatmen 
who 


pounded it into a rough wilder- 
ness road on their way home 
from trading expeditions to 
Spanish Natchez and 
New- 


Orleans and the post riders, 
government 
officials, 
mis- 


sionaries, soldiers and settlers 
who made it a link between the 
Mississippi Territory and the 
young, growing UniMd States,"

A new synthetic fat seems to 


IK able to reduce the amount of 
cholesterol absorbed from food. 
The substance, known as a 
sucrose polyester, has all of the 
cooking properties of ordinary 
vegetable oil. 


A group of physicians at the 


University of Cincinnati, led by 
Dr. Fred H. Mattson. recently 
completed a study in patients 
with dangerously high blood 
cholesterol levels. 


Using this sucrose polyester it 


is possible, 
in well-chosen 


cases, to reduce the cholesterol 
level in the blood even when the 
patient is given a normal, 
unrestricted diet. 


Studies 
in 
experimental 


animals show that the 'sucrose 
polyester remains undigested 
and also keeps the body from 
digesting' and absorbing the 
cholesterol in relatively high fat 
diets. 


It will be interesting to see 


how these findings are substan- 
tiated 
by 
other 
research 


workers.

with severe kidney disease can 
sometimes retain toxic subs- 
tances in the Wood which affect 
Iheir capaicty to think and 
function.

.lames R- Cade, of the Univer- 
sity of Florida, to try 
the 


dialysis regime on patients suf- 
fering from schizophrenia. This 


unusual approach has revealed 
some very exciting information. 


Schizophrenics who had not 


responded to other forms of 
treatment 
have 
shown 


remarkable advances with this 
form of therapy. 


Another 
psychiatrist. 
Dr. 


Herbert Wagemaker, not at the 
University of Louisville, said 
after 
using this 
technique, 


"Most 
encouraging 
is 
the 


improved quality of life that 
patients (schizophrenic) enjoy 
after 
dialysis. 
Unlike 


schizophrenics 
on 
other 


medication, these patients are 
able to attend school, hold jobs 
and interact socially." 


How this technique works is 


not completely and thoroughly 
understood. It is believed that 
other factors, bi-sides removing 
toxic substances from the blood, 
yre involved.

proposed to the National Insti- 
tute of Mental Health, in an ef- 
fort to critically evaluate this 
new concept in the treatment of 
mental disease.

and public exposure unless they 
stop marketing the fish. 


Tile warnings will be followed 


up with surveillance of retail 
outlets and periodic laboratory 
testing of trout offered for sale. 


Bonde said the new federal 


policy of attacking the illegal 
trade by drying up the retail 
marketplace was developed by 
(he Fish and Wildlife Service 
after years of frustrating efforts 
to curtail illegal fishing. 


"We couldn't stop them with 


S1IXI fines because that kind of 
money meant nothing to them," 
Bonde said. "So we decided to 


go to the marketplace." 


Fish distributors, he said, 


want to avoid bad publicity 
because their market depends 
on public confidence in their 
products.

State Puts Lid 
On Large Gill Nets 


TRAVERSE CITY. Mich. (AP) — Upper Peninsula fishermen 


have been ordered by a state commission to stop using large mesh 
gill nets, because they kill too many lake trout. The Natural 
Resources Commission voted unanimously Friday to issue the 
cease and desist order to 38 fishermen who have refused to stop 
using the nets. Some 11 of the 60 fishermen who used the nets 
already have signed stipulations agreeing not to use them. The 
ruling will be taken to court, say attorneys on both sides of the 
issue. 


In other action, the commission moved to condemn 162 acres of 


privately owned land near Monroe to complete a state game area 
begun 10 years ago. The land, within the Pointe Mouilee state 
game area and owned by Charles and Marion Roelant, is about 28 
miles south of Detroit and lies in Wayne and Monroe counties. 


The commission said the Roelants had been uncooperative when 


approached by state officials. They will be paid 8211,000 for their 
property, which will complete a game area on which the state 
already has spent §2.5 million. The commission also approved a 
new plan outlawing the sale of salmon eggs in Michigan except at 
approved stations.

Screened, they were and are 
even better; back porches are 
great for breaklast or any in- 
formal meal. 


They were the principal 


aesthetic feature of a home, just 
as the garage door has become 
in most houses built in the past 
30 or more years. The house has 
become an accessory to the car. 


While air conditioning just 


about wiped out porches in new- 
construction, their decline had 
begun earlier. In the depres- 
sion, dropping or diminishing 
the porch to a sheltered stoop 
meant economy in construction. 
With radio, then TV, people no 
longer needed the entertain- 
ment of watching neighbors 
pass by on the street. Privacy 
began 
to 
outweigh 
ncigh- 


borliness. And finally, electrical 
air cooling did in the porch as 
an 
escape 
from 
summer 


swelter. 


In recent years they have been 


replaced by token porches, or 
tiny balconies — the latter es- 
pecially in apartment construc- 
tion. Frequently these tiered 
balconies, along with making an 
otherwise grim structure look 
somewhat homey, are pleasant 
enough to sit on. 


• But look around. In Florida, 
New England, the Southwest, 
the West Coast, anywhere I've 
traveled, I've checked these lit- 
tle balconies. Rarely are they 
occupied by living creatures 
other than household pets.

Although we air condi- 
tioned, we've never ceased to 
enjoy the porches. Also, there 
are the two dozen trees, which 
are good for a few degrees of 
cooling, as they shade the outer 
walls and, in the case of the two 
tall pin oaks, shade the roof as 
well. 


If we were to move, and build, 


the first step would be to find an 
arcliitect who appreciates long 
roof overhangs, as did the late 
Frank Lloyd Wright, and who 
would enjoy the challenge of in- 
corporating porches into a con- 
temporary design. Figuratively 
and sometimes literally, a porch 
roof is a long extension of an 
overhang, and can strengthen 
rather than fracture the clean 
diagonal of the principal roof. 


If the porch has glass \vin- 


dows, preferably louvers, that 
can be opened and shut, it 
provides 
insulation 
against 


winter's cold as well as relief 
from summer's heat.

Here's the Answer

Q. — One of my scheduled^ 


.spring tasks is to recaulk the 
'outside of our house at several 
points. I have been pricing 
caulking compounds and find 
that the oil-based types are the 
cheapest. Is there some reason 
for this? Will they do the job? 


A. — They will do an adequate 


job, but generally are con- 
sidered inferior to the more 
modern caulking compounds, 
especially the acrylic latex 
types. The newer compounds 
adhere better and last longer 
than those with an oil base. 


Q. — I dropped a porcelain 


vase the other day and was 
relieved to find that it had 
broken in only two places. Un- 
fortunately, the two breaks are 


near the bottom of the base, 
which I use to keep cut flowers 
in. If I cement the pieces, will 
the water in the vase eventually 
loosen the cement? 


A. — Not if you use a wa- 


terproof adhesive. One of the 
best is epoxy. .Be sure to follow 
directions on the tube or tubes

went to break up the distur- 
bance, officials said, one of 
them spotted Ward scaling the 
wall on the ladder fashioned 
from conduit, a kind of pipe 
through which electrical wire is 
run. Shots were fired. Ward-was 
felled and recaptured immedia- 
tely. 


But, according to officials, by 


the time Ward was spotted the 
others had disappeared into the 
dense, wooded hills behind the 
white, stone prison. 


Ray had been transferred to 


Brushy early in his sentence — 
moving back to Nashville and 
the Tennessee State 
Prison 


when Brushy was closed for five 
years. 


At his own request, he was 


moved back to Brushy when it 
reopened in 1976. 


• It was his third attempt to es- 
cape from Brushy, but the first 
time he got outside the walls. 
Once he wound up in a steam 
tunnel and another lime he was 
found cowering in the prison 
yard. 


Ray also tried three times to 


escape from the Missouri State 
Prison. He made it on the third 
try in 1967 and thus was a fugi- 
tive when King was shot, while 
in Memphis to support a strike 
by sanitation workers. 


Ray's brother. Jerry, who is a 


night watchman at a country 
club in a suburb of Chicago, 
said he had visited llay about a 
week ago. but that there was no 
talk of an escape. Jerry said he 
doubts there was outside help in 
the escape, and that he know-

In Nashville, Ray's lawyer. 


Jack Kershaw. speculated that 
Ray may have been kidnapped 
from Brushy and did not go 
willingly.

paper, published a copyrighted 
interview in which Ray was 
quoted as saying only two weeks 
ago, "They wouldn't have me in 
a maximum security prison if I 
wasn't interested in gelling 
out."

"refused to answer ... how he 
managed to escape from the 
Missouri Slate Penitentiary in 
1976. 


"He did admit (hat he had 


help from other prison inmates 
in (hat escape 10 years ago and 
denied he had help from any 
prison officials. But that was as 
far as he would go."

Christians, fought for the Dutch 
against Indonesian rebels who 


in 1949 won independence for 
that primarily Moslem nation. 
It had been part of the Dutch 
East Indies. 


Despite widespread sentiment 


among Moluccans that the 
Dutch owe them something in 
return for their services three 
decades ago, the government 
has taken the position that it 
cannot intervene with Indonesia 
for South Moluccan autonomy. 


The Moluecan effort to force 


the Dutch to help them swung 
into high gear in December 
1975. Two terrorist gangs 
hijacked a train at Beilen, near 
the scenes of this'year's sieges, 
and occupied the Indonesian 
consulate in Amsterdam: 


The 1975 sieges lasted almost 


three weeks and four persons 
died. The seven train hijackers 
were sentenced to prison terms 
of 14 years. The seven gunmen 
at the consulate were given six- 
year sentences. 


As a result of the 1975 in- 


cidents, the Dutch government 
in January 1976 set up a com- 
mission composed of five Dutch 
university professors and five 
Moluccan representatives to 
study the Moluccan situation. 


But the panel did not resolve

Schultz. associate director of 
firemanship training. 


"A common fire department 


response is to pour water on a 
freight-load that is cither burn- 
ing or believed to be dangerous 
in some way," Sennit/, said. 


"When certain chemicals arc 


involved this can be exactly the 
wrong action to take. Water 
may release toxic properties in 
the chemical, causing the 
danger of cither explosion or the 
breathing of toxic fumes. Water 
also flushes harmful substances 


into the soil." 


Under 
the new labeling 


regulations. Schultz explained, 
firefighters \\ill be able to gel a 
better fix on the material they 
are dealing with. 


After 
July 
1, hazardous 


materials must be designated 
according to one or more of 
some 20 categories. Brightly 
colored placards, four 
feet 


square, will carry identifying 
symbols as well as print 
labeling the cargo according to 
its hazard and composition. 


Examples would be "flam- 


mable gas," "flammable 
solid." 
"radioactive," 


"corrosive." "oxidizer" and

Langford Convictions Upheld

The Michigan Court of Ap- 


peals has upheld the first 
degree murder convictions of 
Terry Langford, formerly of 
Benton Harbor, in the insurance 
scheme slayings of a mother 
and her son. 


In affirming the convictions, 


the appellate court adopted a 
ruling by Berrien Circuit Judge 
Chester J. Byrns made during 
an earlier hearing in which 
Langford sought a new trial. 


Langford. 26. is currently 


serving concurrent life prison 
sentences which Dyms imposed 
after finding Langford guilty of 
two counts 'of first degree 
murder during a non-jury trial 
in January, 1976. 


The shotgun-riddled bodies of 


Brenda Freeman, 26, and her 
son, Johnny, 7, were found in a 
Pipestone township ditch in 
September, 1974. Byrns during 
the trial held Langford was 
hired to kill the boy to collect on 
an insurance policy on the boy's 


life, and killed Mrs. Freeman at 
UK same time. 


Arguments 
presented 
on 


langford's behalf to the appeals 
court were much the same as 
claims,made by Langford in 
seeking a new trial. Attorneys 
representing Langford contend- 
ed that Langford's confession 
should not have been introduced 
as evidence during his trial, 
claiming the confession was in- 
voluntary because of a deal 
Langford 
made 
with 
the 


prosecution. 


The deal was that in exchange 


for truthful testimony in related 
murder cases, Langford would 
be allowed to plead guilty lo 
second degree 
murder 
in 


another case, and receive a 
recommendation 
from 
the 


prosecutor's office for a 20 to 
40-year prison sentence. 


During the other trials, Lang- 


ford repudiated his confession, 
the prosecutor's office revoked 
the deal, and then tried him for 
the Freeman murders.

first day of slate elections, the national news agency said today.

The dispatch said rival 
political groups exchanged gunfire in two other incidents, killing 
at least 11 persons. Two political workers were found stabbed to 
death in Bihar, the agency said. The English language Hindustan 
Times said a man was lynched at one polling station after he fired 
at a crowd with a pistol. The report could not be confirmed.

Should There Be Stricter Laws Governing The Protection Of Children? 


PRO 
HoctRHC R. Landn. executive director. New York Society for 


the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
Yes. Parents have the right to raise their children. With that right is 
the responsibility to protect children not only from physical abuse 
but from neglectful conditions which adversely affect them. Society 
must recognize a child's legal right to be protected from parents' fail- 
ure to provide needed medical care or from a parent's permitting a 
child to be sexually exploited or constantly exposed to chronic alco- 
holism, hard-core drug use or violent marital friction. The child's 
right to be protected from the impact of any of the above becomes 
superior to the parents' legal rights and interests. The protection is 
through society's intervention. 


CON Ran K. Driller, director, American CM Liberties Union's 
juvenile-rights project 
No. Parents who severely beat their children relinquish the right to 
raise them and the government must intervene. But in the name of 
preventing physical batterings, laws now require casual observers to 
make a report every lime they disapprove of the way other people 
raise their children — if a child seems unhappy or goes to bed too 
late or is a bully, for example. Those reporting laws are a serious 
threat to the American right of parents to raise their children without 
oppressive government interference. Since government hasn't pro- 
vided services that parents really need — good medical and day 
care — it should stay out of child-rearing altogether.

The Deep is based on Peter Benchley's 


^fest-selling adventure novel. Benchley is a 
writer with an amateurs curiosity about 
sharks and marine archeology, two inter- 
ests that have made him a millionaire. His 
first book. Jaws, was an almost un- 
precedented commercial success. His sec- 
ond. The Deep, won even bigger raves. 


The Deep was filmed at what its creators 


now term a "surprisingly modest" cost of 
S8.8 million and was completed in slightly 
less than six months. In brief, the story re- 
calves around a honeymooning couple 
who dive into the offshore reefs of Bermu- 
da looking for the wreck of a sunken ship. 
What they find beneath the water lures 
them into a terrifying struggle for survival. 


None of the actors — Nick Nolle, Robert 


Shaw, Jacqueline Bisset, Lou Gossett — 
had ever attempted an underwater dive. 
Nearly 11.000 practice attempts were 
needed before their efforts were judged 
expert enough to put on film. 


The set of The Deep was the largest 


ever constructed underwater for film. At 
120 feet across, it required l.ftO.OOO gal- 
lons of sea water to be adequately filled. It 
was designed by Tony Masters, whose 
greatest assignment before The Deep was 
to recreate outer space for the film, 2001: 
A Space Odyessy. He brought in 1,000 
varieties of domestic and tropical fish. 


The underwater team filmed for 90 


days. (Footage shot on the surface of the 
water required another month, and work 
on land took an additional nine weeks). 
Photographers and technicians included 
men and women of many nationalities re- 
cruited from around the world.

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YOU MIGHT BE STANDING ON A FORTUNE 


By Colin Leinster 


Treasure-hunting has become one of 


America's most exciting pastimes. Every 
weekend and holiday, thousands of lone 
prospectors, retired couples and young 
families go forth to seek their fortunes. 


Underwater searches for sunken Span- 


ish gold, of course, are beyond the reach 
of all but a handful because they cost more 
than 11,000 a day. But there's plenty of 
lost treasure on dry land, and all that is 
needed to search for it are $100, which is 
the price of a metal detector, and a lot of 
patience. The rewards can justify the cost. 
Last year, Americans discovered more 
than $25 million in gold dust and nuggets, 
silver bars, coins and artifacts. 


Where do such treasures lie? Just about 


everywhere: beaches up and down both 
coasts. Civil War battlegrounds, tumbled- 
down cabins, ghost towns and even the 
downtown areas of many towns and cities. 
George Banks of Lewiston, Idaho, for ex- 
ample, found a 200-year-old gold coin 
worth $300,000 near a long-dead pros- 
pector's cabin in the State of Washington. 
Lee Pavel, of Sprague, Neb., found an 


Last year, treasure-hunting Americans found more 


than $25,000,000 in gold, silver and various artifacts. 


$11,000 sapphire ring in a lake outside of 
town. Charles Coker of Hugo, Okla., 
while running his detector over an aban- 
doned farmhouse just north of town, 
found an iron pot crammed with 380 gold 
and silver coins — including 79 $20 gold 
pieces and 53 $10 gold pieces. The total 
value: $30,000. 


Luckily for all these people, each had a 


clear title to what they found. Ownership 
of treasure can be — and often is — a 
complicated affair. As it happens. Banks. 
Pavel and Coker made their finds in states 
that believe in "finders keepers." 


But not all finders of treasure are so 


lucky. A young family from San Antonio, 
on vacation in Marathon Key, Fla., lost 
their find of four silver coins because they 
did not have a state license to hunt for 
treasure. 


The same problems over the title to dis- 


covered treasure also affect the profession- 
al treasure hunter. Consider the case of 
Mel Fisher. For eight long years he has 


been searching for the $100 million cargo 
that was aboard the Spanish galleon Aro- 
cha, which sank off Key West'in 1622. To 
date, he and his divers have recovered $8 
million in gold, silver and artifacts — but 
for eight years he has been involved in a 
nonstop, legal scrap. First he fought the 
State of Florida, which claimed his trea- 
sure. He won that battle when a court 
ruled the wreck lay outside the state's 
jurisdiction. Then the Federal Government 
stepped in with a claim to the $8 million. 
Fisher won the first round in Federal court, 
but the Government appealed and the 
ownership of the treasure is currently the 
subject of out-of-court negotiations. 


The chance of being able to finance a 


search such as Fishers is what drives many 
amateur treasure hunters. And lost trea- 
sures every bit as valuable as the Afocho's 
are watting an over the world: a fleet of six 
gold-arid silver-laden galleons sank to the 
south of Cuba in 1563, for instance. A Bri- 
tish warship, overloaded with gold cap- 


tured from the Spanish, sank off Delaware 
in 1798. .Fortunes big enough to have 
made Howard Hughes take note also lie 
off California, in the Great Lakes, off the 
Philippines and in the Mediterranean. 


Of course, not all amateur treasure 


hunters put their findings toward linancirig 
more expensive searches. A New Jersey 
man is putting himself through college with 
valuable coins that he found under the 
Atlantic City boardwalk, and a Florida 
couple recently took a European vacation 
with the money they obtained from their 
discovery of a rare gold coin on a beach. 


But one man who does have big dreams 


is Southerner Jim Batey. By profession he 
is a deep-sea diver and works on underwa- 
ter pipelines. He looks for underwater gold, 
too, but whenever working capital runs 
low, Batey comes ashore, arms himself 
with old town and city maps and goes pros- 
pecting. What he has found in the past has 
grubstaked him to 400 deep-sea dives. 
Where does he find dry-land treasures? In 
old privies. Money, old. bottles, hidden 
savings.. .all have been found where they 
fell or were hidden in old out- . f£B 
houses, Batey says.

Positive Thinking Has 
Made Watson A Winner 


"The power of positive thinking" was a credo 


advanced by the Reverend Norman Vincent 
^eale to achieve happiness in life. It also has 
been used by Tom Watson, the hottest golfer 
on the 1977 pro tour, to win gold and glory. In 
April, he won the prestigious Masters tourna- 
ment with its $40,000 first prize and, earlier in 
the year, captured the Bing Crosby National 
Pro-Am and the San Diego Open. 


Watson is a graduate of Stanford University 


and majored in psychology. His understanding 
of the human psyche has been invaluable to 
him on the pressure-packed professional golf 
tour. After all. only a slight twinge of ner- 
vousness when swinging a club or a reflex reac- 
tion to a click of a camera can be the difference 
between winning o big-money tournament and 
..winding up an also-ran. 
^"Prior to his Masters victory, Watson had a re- 
putation as a golfer who chokes under pressure 
because he had blown leads in some tourna- 
ments, including the 1974 and 1975 U.S. 
Open. He was strictly a positive thinker, 
however, in the final rounds of the Masters and 
held his lead even in the face of a dramatic 
surge by the great Jack Nicklaus. "When Tom 
got word that Nicklaus was coming on with 
birdie after birdie, he didn't flinch at all." says 
Rik Massengale. who was Watson's playing 
partner in the toumey. "Instead, he was as solid 
as steel and was ahead by two strokes at the fin- 
ish. That man is some golfer." 


Watson had the nerve-wracking experience 


of seeing a fly suddenly land on his ball when 
he was playing the eleventh hole. The fly stub- 
bornly refused to budge, but Watson didn't 
panic or lose his concentration. He decided to 
outwait the insect and, sure enough, it finally 
moved. Watson then drove the ball far down 
the fairway. 


The 27-year-old Watson has been described 


as a "Huckleberry Finn in cleats" because of his 
freckled face, tousled hair and gap-toothed 
smile. He is a native of Kansas City and the son 
of an insurance broker, who is an excellent 
amateur golfer and who pressed a golf club into 
his son's hands when he was barely out of the 
diaper stage. 


In addition to applying psychology to his 


game. Watson also has been helped by tips 
from veteran golf great Byron Nelson and by 
the steady encouragement of his wife Linda. 
who accompanies him on the tour. Watson 
plays the guitar and has displayed talent as a 
singer of rock and Western songs.

GOLFS TOUGHEST TEST 


The U.S. Open is on the line this week. Tom 
Watson will go after his second "major" cham- 
pionship of the year, but he will be severely 
tested by a grueling course in Oklahoma. 


The 1977 U.S. Open will be held at Tulsa's 


Southern Hills Country Club, and if you're plan- 
ning to watch the tournament on television next 
weekend, you'll be better able to appreciate the 
demands made on the golfers if you know some- 
thing about the course and how it was selected.

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Above all. perhaps. Southern Hills requires that 


a golfer be long and accurate off the tee. The 
course is 6,900 yards long and has no downhill 
slopes to give drives added distance. l'H you're not 
an outstanding driver, you can't win at Southern 
Hills." says Tommy Bolt, who won the last U S 
Open held there in 1958. 


Tulsa can be torrid in June, so a golfer who 


hopes to win the Opens $45,000 first prize must 
be able to withstand high temperatures. During the 
1958 
tournament, golf writers described the 


weather as "so hoi it would make a camel faint." 
That means the sprinkler system frequently works 
around the clock and that the course can soak up 
nearly 400.000 gallons of water in a day. 


Adding to the difficulties at Southern Hills are 


thick trees as well as Bermuda grass, which is 
allowed to grow in the rough to a height of three 
inches before a championship tournament. The 
World Atlas oj Golf compares hitting off of Ber- 
muda grass to "playing from a surface of steel 
wool."

Jerry Pat*. "The pressure of the Open is real- 
ly special. But if you can overcome that pres- 
sure and win, it will change your whole life. 
No matter what happens to you after you win 
this tournament, the memory of the victory 
will always stay with you." 


Hate Imrtn. "Three weeks before the 1974 U.S. 
Open, I dreamed I'd won it. And then the 
dream actually came true. It was the most sa- 
tisfying dream of my life because winning the 
Open is the greatest prize in golf. And If 
you're not too well known before you win the 
Open, rest assured you will never be an un- 
known again." 


Gary MkMtocoff. "Nobody wins the Open. It 
wins you. You finish your last round, go to the 
clubhouse and wait for those who could 
catch you to make mistakes and fall by the 
wayside." 


Jack NlckUus. "This is the greatest pressure 
of them all. You're not playing just for the 
money; you're playing for the immortality of 
getting in the record books." 


Ken Vanturi. "You hope against hope that you 
will win the U.S. Open because that's the' 
greatest thing that could possibly happen to 
you in this sport. And when you win, its the 
greatest moment in your life. I don't know 
how a golfer can have a more moving 
moment." 


U.S. Open sites are chosen well in advance by 


the U.S. Golf Association, which runs the annual 
event. Golf clubs first .send in requests to be 
chosen, and then a committee inspects the com- 
peting courses before making a decision. The tour- 
nament is usually rotated around the country from 
year to year. In addition, U.S. Open courses must- 
be of championship caliber. That is. they must pre^ 
sent a major challenge to the worlds best golfers. 
No course that can be conquered by a duffer 
stands a chance of being tapped. 


Golf dubs seeking the Open may invest a great 


deal of money to upgrade their courses. Bob Som- 
mers, executive director of the USGA, says the 
Atlanta Athletic Club in Georgia, site of the 1976 
Open, spent $400,000 to make its course more 
demanding. New holes were constructed, and tees 
and greens were rebuilt. No new expenditures 
were required at Southern Hills, however, whieSr 
was rated right up to snuff. (The USGA does not 
spend money itself to improve courses.) 


Sommers advises fans to pay particular atten- 


tion to play on the 12th hole. "It is a spectacular. 
440-yard dogleg to the left that has a water hazard 
in front of the green and down its right side." he 
points out. "To further complicate the picture, 
bunkers are strategically placed to the left of the 
green, and a huge oak tree is nearby." 


The 13th is another colorful hole because the 


ball must be driven over two lakes to a green sur- 
rounded by bunkers. The 18th is threaded with 
trees, bunkers and rough grass and requires^ 
steep uphil! climb to reach the green. 


To familiarize themselves with the course, the 


golfers practice at the Open site for three days 
before the tourney begins. Members of the golf 
dub are barred from the course during this period 
as well as during the tournament itself. Relin- 
quishing their course invariably causes grumbling 
by a few members, but the majority shrugs off the 
inconvenience as a small price to pay for the 
prestige gained by the club that hosts the fflM 
world's most celebrated golf tournament.

Here are ways to make 
sure that this year's family 
holiday will be the best 
you've ever shared.

Vacation time can — and should — be 


the highlight of the year. But sometimes it 
doesn't turn out that way. Why? Because, 
unfortunately, many people are terribly 
unrealistic about what to expect. And 
when their hopes are not fulfilled, vacation 
blues can set in. 


"At its best, a vacation should represent 


an interruption in your usual life in which 
you can relax, unwind and return to your 
normal routine feeling revitalized," says 
Dr. Dean Schuyler, Director of Continuing 
Education in Psychiatry at Georgetown 
University and author of The Depressive 
Spectrum. "This is the rational approach 
and perspective. 


"But when you're unrealistic about your 


expectations in terms of where you're go- 
ing, who you're going with and what 
events might take place, a lot of expecta- 
tions are violated. For example, you go to 
a hotel because you've heard the beaches * 
in the area are fantastic, but when you ar- 
rive, you learn that the beaches are at least 
10 miks away.. -You travel with a person 
you don't really know and find living with 
that person is very different from your two 
or three previous casual encounters... 
You assume it couldn't possibly rain — but 
you arrive and it does." 


Vacation time, however is much too 


short and precious to let depression ruin all 
or part of it. So here are 10 things you can 
do to reduce the chances of that happening. 


1. Develop a good perspective on 


what a vacation can and can't provide and 
realize that if your expectations are unduly 
escalated, the blues will probably strike. 
"Once you acknowledge that they can 
happen, you're better able to cope with 
them." points out Dr. Schuyler. 


2. Think rationally and concretely 


about your vacation and find out ahead of 
time about the general area, the availabili- 
ty of facilities you want and the probable 
weather conditions you .can expect. 


3. Know people well before traveling 


with them. That is essential for a satisfying 
trip. 


4. Refuse to let things throw you when 


problems and disappointments arise: you 
reach a motel and don't like your unit, or 
you arrive at your rented cottage after dark 
and find that none of the lights work. 
Granted, such incidents are annoying. But 
it often helps to take the view, "This is my 
vacation and nothing is going to spoil it. 
Tomorrow things will get better." 


5. Expect to take a day to unwind and 


to get the feeling you're on vacation. "And 
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try not to overwork before a vacation be- 
cause it takes longer to wind down," ad- 
vises another Georgetown University psy- 
chiatrist, Dr. Francis L. Clark. 


6. Avoid trying to do too much and 


thinking you must be "on the go" every 
minute. "You need some time to relax and 
to do nothing without feeling you're 'doing 
nothing.'" adds Dr. Clark. 


7. Keep the most stressful elements of 


your everyday life out of your vacation. "If 
you don't do that, a vacation isn't a terribly 
good interruption of your usual pattern of 
living." emphasizes Dr. Schuyler. "For in- 
stance, if there's a great deal of rushing in 
your life, there's not much difference be- 
tween rushing around an office at home or 
rushing around Paris for a week." 


6V To diminish the chances of post- 


vacation lassitude, allow a "re-entry" day 
to get back to normal living, particularly if 
your return trip involves lengthy travel 
and, possibly, crossing a time zone. As Dr. 
Clark puts it, "Don't rush straight back to 
work without allowing yourself another 
transition period." 


9. Try "to escape the feeling of "I've 


never been away" by setting up things 
ahead of time so that you don't return to a 
stress-filled homecoming. "If you have to 
come home to hard decisions and difficult 
chores, you start anticipating them toward 
the end of your vacation." says Dr. Schuy- 
ler. "That in itself encourages the 'Was-it- 
worth-it?' rnood when you return." 


10. Finally, prolong a good vacation 


built on rational expectations by doing 
some things you really enjoy during your 
first week at home: s«e friends, go out to 
dinner and a movie or plan something else 
that's meaningful. By finishing on that kind 
of high note, you'll lessen the chances of 
the blues and depression setting in. wheth- 
er you've been on a mini-trip or on. 
your annual two weeks. 
m

Studies at the University of 
London's Institute of Psychiatry 
have 


demonstrated that people who score high 
on tests that measure one's sense of well- 
being and capacity for deriving satisfaction 
and enjoyment from Kfe experiences al- 
most invariably recall pleasant experiences 
more quickly than unpleasant ones. 
1. True. In studies at Ohio University 
more than 100 men and women subjects 
were given personality tests measuring 
self-assurance and self-esteem.

25 to 30 watts of electricity. The big hitch: The bulbs likely 
will cost between.S7 and S10 each. Backers claim the 
bulbs will pay for themselves in a year. But. as is true in the 
case of so many energy-saving devices, the initial cost is 
what's tough for the public to pay.

REPA1RS EXPERT 


Forget those stories about how hard it is to do appli- 
ance repairs. Most are simple and can save you money. 


By Franldynn Peterson 


When one of your appliances breaks, 


even a minor repair bill can seem like an 
installment on the National Debt. But after 
reading this article, you will be able to do 
most repairs yourself, which will mean a 
lot of money saved. 


And don't say to yourself, Tm lousy at 


home repairs." If you can bowl a 200 
game now and then, play a respectable 
round of golf, turn out a handmade quilt 
or paint a recognizable picture — even if 
by numbers — you can safely fix almost 
anything around your home. You don't 
need special dexterity, special tools or 
special top-secret factory-repair manuals. 
All you need is a simple, basic system that 
will work for almost all household repairs. 


Assembly lines require manufacturers to 


build even very big appliances from collec- 
tions of simple components. Since the as- 
sembly line moves reasonably fast, every 
component has to fasten into place with no 
more than a couple of screws and link up 
with complementary components via sim- 
ple push-on wire connections or simple 
screw-on tubes. Therefore, an entire re- 
frigerator, for example, can never break — 
but one component within the refrigerator 
can become defective. 


So here's a simple system for locating 


the defective component. Then, once lo- 
cated, you can unscrew it and disconnect 
its wires or tubes, slip in a replacement 
component, shove the wires or tubes back 
into place...and you've made the repair. 
Start troubleshooting at the source of your 
faulty appliance's power. That could be the 
batteries in a small radio, the plug on a 
washing machine or the gasoline in a lawn 
mower. Don't assume the plug is in, the 
fuses are good and the switches are all 
turned on. Check them yourself, and have 
a partner check them, too. A TV repair 
pro told me that one out of four house calls 
is simply to put in the plug, turn on a 
switch or replace a fuse — at a cost of $20. 


Next move to the controls. Make sure 


that all of the dials, knobs and levers are in 
their proper place. Get out the owners 
manual and look up the page that gives in- 
structions on setting the various controls. 
You'd be surprised at how often people 
over the years will forget where a washing- 
machine dial or TV dial should be turned. 


Now we get to the motor or engine. 


With gasoline engines, simply replace the 
spark plug. On electric motors, you'll 
usually find a thermal overload protector, 
and a capacitor fastened onto or very close 
to the motor itself. You don't have to know • 
what they are. Just look for some relative- 
ly small parts close to the motor, clean 
them, and if they look even slightly ok) or 
misshapen, replace them. They're cheap

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— certainly a lot cheaper than calling in a 
repair pro. If the problem hasn't been 
solved once you've replaced these minor 
parts, check the power transmitter — the 
belt, gears, chain, sewing-machine needle 
or whatever takes power from the motor 
and transmits It to where the work is ac- 
complished. Don't only look for breaks; 
the piece also may be bent, jammed, loose 
or too ancient to move easily. 


Finally, study the object or items with 


which the appliance has to deal. If your 
saw isn't working right, is the wood wet or 
exceptionally tough? Are you trying to 
wash something bigger and heavier than 
normal, thus choking the washing ma- 
chine? Maybe a bent can is overworking 
the can opener? 


Even with a systematic approach to 


troubleshooting home appliances, outside 
guidance is sometimes advisable. I often 
turn to the Yellow Pages. Once, when I 
was sweating over a defective refrigerator, 
I noticed that the ads under "Refrigerators- 
Supplies and Parts" had "thermostats" and 
"defrost timers" in the biggest type. "So." 1 
reasoned, "they must sell them the most." 
1 located the refrigerator's electrical 
diagram (found on the back of most major 
appliances) and noted the color-coding 
used on wires hooking up the defrost timer 
and the thermostat. I had never seen a de- 
frost rimer, but I could pick out the purple 
wires leading to it. The timer proved to be 
defective, so I replaced it, and in less time 
than it would have taken to find a refriger- 
ator service person, I'd saved $50. 


Books can lend a hand, too. Book sell- 


ers all over the country tell me people are 
buying fix-it books like mad because they 
can't afford major appliance and house re- 
pairs. You can find books on fixing almost 
everything, but, unfortunately, some 
books are not worth the paper they're 
printed on. So choose fix-it books as care- 
fully as you'd choose a fix-it professional. 


And, contrary to persistent rumor, if you 


do bungle a job, it shouldn't cost you more 
to have a pro take over man it would if you 
hadn't touched the job. So what, nm 
can you lose?

1 GENE AUTRY 


IS RIDING HIGH, 
WIDE AND RICH 


Everyone's favorite cowboy of 30 years ago is a busi- 
ness wizard whose latest project is to win a World Series. 


By Joseph Bell 


Although Gene Autry would need a 


stepladder to get aboard his horse Cham- 
pion these davs. he has found some other 
mounts that have carried him even faster 
and farther — like oil. broadcasting, hotels 
and baseball. 


Autry — who pulled more fan mail than 


any oiher Western matinee idol in the 
mid-1930s — has no illusions about reviv- 
ing a performing career. He'll let his old 
movies (there are 95 of them, plus more 
than 100 television films} speak for him. 
He owns his movies outright, and they'll 
soon be appearing again on television. But 
that's just business to Autry. His heart, to- 
day, is elsewhere. 


"I'm not interested in making a come- 


back in films." he says, 'That pan of my 
life is history. All I want to do now is win a 
pennant." 


Autry believes in putting his money 


where his mouth is. Last winter, he dug in- 
to his ample saddlebags for 55.2 million to 
buy three baseball players — Joe Rudi. 
Don Baylor and Bobby Grich — who, he 
Hopes, will make his beloved California 
Angels a winner. Autry has become ac- 
customed over the years to a splendid re- 
turn on his investments, and he expects 
this one to pay off in a World Series. 


Autry and ma. his attractive and vibrant 


wife of 45 years, divide their time between 
an estate near Los Angeles and a home on 
the grounds of a hotel he owns in Palm 
Springs. When he is not at an Angels 
game, he is happy to talk about the team 
— and about a life that turned even more 
successful after he left the public eye as an 
entertainer in the late '50's. 


The owner of the Angels — who admits 


to 67 but has given up counting birthdays 
— was bom Orvon Gene Autry in Tioga. 
Texas, the son of a livestock dealer and a 
musical mother who encouraged her son 
to sing. He had other interests as well, in- 
cluding railroads and baseball. "I've been a 
frustrated ball player all my life." he says. 
"I played in high school and was good 
enough to piay some semi-pro." As a teleg- 
rapher — a skill he acquired working 
part-time in high school — Autry helped 
fill the quiet hours at the railroad station in 
Chelsea. Okla.. by strumming his guitar. A 
customer noticed the guitar one day. asked 
Orvon to play it. then told him he be- 
longed in Hollywood. Autry began think- 
ing about the suggestion when he discov- 
ered the customer was Will Rogers. 


Autry took some detours en route to 


California, auditioning for recording com- 
panies in Chicago and New York. When 
his first record. J Left My Gal in the Moun- 
tains, sold 100.000 copies in 1934 ("1 was 
the first of the singing cowboys. Maybe not 
the best, but that doesn't matter if you're 
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Autry in (he California Angels' dugout. 


first."), he was summoned to Hollywood, 
where a picture and a 12-part serial of his 
own launched his film career. Within three 
years, he was Hollywood's top Western 
star. Just before Worfd War II. he was 
earning a half-million dollars a year and 
receiving 50.000 fan letters a month. 


He also was learning the practical side of 


show business by booking and promoting 
his personal-appearance tours himself, by 
merchandising Gene Autry guitars and cap 
pistols and by making his own phonograph 
records. A year before he enlisted in the 
Army Air Corps. Autry bought his first 
radio station — and then had three years 
of military service to ponder his future. 


Autry accomplished the transition to 


businessman slowly and carefully. He 
made 40 movies after World War II and 
had a run at TV but soon found more satis- 
faction — and more money — outside of 
Hollywood. He drilled successfully for oil 
in-Texas, bought out his old movies and 
peddled them to television and built a 
modest empire of radio and television sta- 
tions. Everything he touched seemed to 
turn to gold. (His old movie sidekick. Pat 
Buttram. says Autry's "hat made more 
money than I did.") Everything, that is. ex- 
cept the Angels. Fourth- and fifth-place 
finishes have been the norm, with third 
place a triumph. 


Since the Angels' farm teams weren't 


producing pennant-winning players, his 
only recourse was to buy stars. But that 
wasn't possible until last years free-agent 
draft, which Autry bitterly opposed. "After 
the courts ruled, and other clubs began 
bidding for players." he says. "I felt! owed 
it to our fans to get a contender on the 
field. No team has ever had a more loyal 
group of fans with less lo show for it." 


So far. baseball has been good business 


for Autry. The Angels' season-ticket sales 
have doubled, and the teams home open- 
er {with grab-bag Seattle! was a sellout for 
the first time. But that's not enough.

Do Women Ue More 


Than Men? 


Women tell more ties than men do, but 
"lie" is probably too harsh a word for their 
kind of dishonesty, says Dr. Irving Harris, a 
staff member at the Illinois State Psychia- 
tric Institute. "It should more appropriately 
be called 'white lying,"' he says. "White ly- 
ing" means lying for the listeners benefit, 
such as when one woman compliments 
another on her dress when, in fact, it is 
bulging at the seams. "Many lies also are 
told by women to bolster men's sensitive 
egos," says Dr. Hams. At the risk of being 
labeled a chauvinist, however, Hans also 
believes that women are more prone to 
avoid hard truth than are men. "Because 
women often have to live more pragmati- 
cally and do whatever is necessary rather 
than what may be high-principled, they 
are more flexible about lying. They are 
more practical. They would not say, as 
President Carter did, 1 will never lie to 
you.'" Lying has been on the increase in 
the nation as a whole because of a general 
relaxation of moral standards, the psychia- 
trist contends, noting that the phrase 
"credibility gap" is now part of the national 
vocabulary. 


How To Organize A Closet 


The trick is to make the most of the space 
you have. In most clothes closets, a shelf 
runs across the top. Flat storage items 
(knits) go in boxes on the top of the shelf. 
You can shorten an existing hanging rod 
and put in a sectionalized storage unit at 
one end. Put in divided sections for folded 
sweaters, exercise leotards or Jogging suits 
and shirts. Make a cube to size to contain 2 
or 3 dish drainers for storing socks, a col- 
lection of scarves or tennis clothes. A sec- 
tion of smaller compartments, just big 
enough for a pair of shoes, might run from 
shelf to floor. A woman can reorganize 
hanging garments so shorter items, such 
as skirts and shirts, are at one end. In the 
lost space under them, place a small chest 
of drawers for extra storage. If doors open 
out, install a full-length mirror on the back 
of one of them. Install hooks on the back 
wall to hang hats, umbrellas and such. Set 
up dividers to keep handbags separate. In- 
stall a row of hooks for belts.

Insomniacs Do Sleep 


People who complain of insomnia usually 
sleep much longer than they realize, ac- 
cording to studies at Stanford Univ.. 
whose sleep clinic monitored 122 in- 
somniacs electronically over a 5-year 
period. Of 57 persons who claimed they 
slept less than 5 hours a night, the tests 
showed 55% slept between 6 and 7 hours, 
and 10% slept more than 7 hours. Of 46 
persons who complained that they took an 
hour or longer to fall asleep, the data 
showed that, despite the strange surround- 
ings, 12 fell asleep in 30 to 60 minutes af- 
ter retiring. 8 in 15 to 20 minutes and 20 in 
less than 15 minutes. 


Avoid Mower Mishaps 


More than 125,000 Americans were in- 
jured in power-mower mishaps last year. 
The blades of a rotary mower can spin up 
to 4,000 rotations per minute, and many 
accidents involve amputation of fingers 
and toes. As a matter of pride, homeown- 
ers should keep their lawns well trimmed 
and landscaped. But they should also ob- 
serve the commandments of safe power- 
mowing 
• Read the instruction book carefully. 
• Clear the mowing area of all debris, me- 
tal objects, stones and sticks. Keep people 
and pets out of the area. 
• Wear pants to protect your legs from Dy- 
ing grass. Do not work in bare feet or 
sandals. 
• Never mow wet grass. 
• Never stick your hands in or near mov- 
ing parts when the machine is running. If 
the discharge chute becomes clogged, shut 
off the mower before clearing the clog. 
• Never leave the machine, even for an 
instant, without shutting it off. 
• Do not allow young children to operate 
a mower. 
• A mower should not be refueled while it 
is running or still he* from use, and refuel 
out of doors so gasoline fumes can escape. 
• Do not store a power mower with the 
wire attached to the spark plug. That is 
your assurance against accidental starting 
by youngsters or anyone with little under- 
standing of the mower's dangers. 


What The Dating Terms 
On Food Packages Mean 


Many customers are confused by the "dat- 
ing terms" that are now being used by food 
processors and packagers, says the U.S. 
Dept. of Agriculture. Here are the most 
popular terms and what they mean: 
• Poll Date. This "dating term" refers to 
the last day recommended for sale of the 
product in a retail store. 
• ExpintkM Date. The last day the cus- 
tomer should use the product. 
• Pack Date. The day of the final pro- 
cessing or packaging of a product. 
• Quality Aunanee Date. The date 
after which the product begins to lose full 
freshness and quality.
